REMARKS 



Claims 1-17, 30-31, 33-47, 60-61, 63-65, 69-71, and 75-77 have been canceled. 
The cancellation of these claims should in no way be construed as an acquiescence by 
Applicants to any of the rejections of record involving these claims. 

Claims 78 through 82 have been newly added. Support for new claims 78 
through 82 can be found in the claims as previously pending and at least at page 38, 
lines 1-5 of the specification. 

No new matter has been added by these amendments. 

Amendment of the claims should in no way be construed as an acquiescence to 
any of the Examiner's rejections and was done solely to expedite prosecution. 
Applicants reserve the right to pursue the claims as originally filed in this or a separate 
application(s).
